town, and deſiring. a conference at Sir John

d the reformation i it was a cuſtom for 


the prior and monks, and afterwards for the 


dean and chapter, or their farmer of this par- 
ſonage, to provide a breakfaſt for the in- 
habitants of this town, every year, on Chriſt- 
mas day; which cuſtom continued till the 


21ſt. of Elizabeth, when; on account of 


a grievous plague, which earried off two 
thouſand of the inhabitants in one year, and 
on conſideration of the ruinous condition of 


the parſonage hoüſe, it was agreed that 
Thomas Oſborne, who was then farmer of 


the parſonage, ſhould pay five pounds a year 


to the church wardens, for the uſe of the 


town, in lieu of the ſaid break faſt. ; 

After the plague had ceaſed, the. broak- 
aſt was. reſumed and continued, as uſual, 
till che reign of James I. When William
